Strikers Burn a Bridge on the Toledo 
& Ohio Central—Gov. Matthews of 
Indiana, Issues a Proclamation to 
the 
Miners—Many 
at 
Minonk 
Need Aid. 


C o l u m b u s , Ohio, May 31. — Strikers 
a t Glouster, after burning a bridge on 
the Toledo Sc Ohio Central road be­ 
tw een th a t point and Corning, have 
forced the railroad people to agree to 
discontinue the hauling of W est Vir­ 
ginia coal. 
This coal is mined by non­ 
union men, and has caused much 
trouble in the state. 
Tuesday night 
a number of miners held a mass m eet­ 
ing a t Corning and 
made threats 
against the Toledo Sc Ohio Central 
company. 
All started tow ard the rail­ 
road yards a t Glouster, sending emis­ 
saries to gather those not a t the meet­ 
ing. 
There were 300 in the mob th a t 
left Corning, and by the time it reached 
the doomed bridge it swelled to 500. 
When the m iners reached Glouster 
they found two freight trains standing 
ready to pull out north—one a fast 
freight and the other a local, and both 
of them contained several cars of coal. 
It was a t once decided not to allow 
the trains to move. 
By strategy one 
of the trains was moved. 
This in­ 
furiated the mob and they started 
after the train. 
When they reached 
the bridge betw een Glouster and Corn­ 
ing they immediately set it on fire. 
They did not stop to see th a t the 
structure 
was 
entirely 
destroyed, 
but 
w ent 
back 
to 
Glouster 
to 
prevent fu rth er efforts to move freight 
trains. 
The sheriff finding himself 
powerless to move the trains a t once 
wired the governor for assistance.

The strikers 
are ugly and not only desperate from 
hunger, b u t armed w ith firearms, nitro 
glycerine, dynam ite and other explo­ 
sives th a t they threaten to use. 
All coal trains in Hocking Valley 
have been taken off the roads, the 
miners threatening to burn the bridges 
if any more scab coal was hauled. 
At the mass meeting of members of I 
the American Railway Union here it 
was learned th a t in all probability I 
three Ohio railroads would be involved 
in a strike w ithin the next ten days. 
The roads are the Toledo & Ohio Cen­ 
tral, the W heeling Sc Lake Erie and 
the Cleveland, Lake Erie Sc Wheeling. 
These roads have been reaping a har­ 
vest ever since the' m iners’ strike was 
inaugurated hauling West Virginia 
coal. 
I t is understood th at all the 
employes of the three roads are going 
into the American Railway Union.

The attorneys for the rail­ 
roads make the point th a t the rail­ 
roads were entitled to relief, and as 
there was a violation of the inter-state 
commerce law when the strikers inter­ 
fered w ith the movement of cars from 
one state to another, they were cer­ 
tainly entitled to relief in the Federal 
court.

telescoping the three front 
coaches, the sleepers rem aining up­ 
rig h t 
The pile of broken car tim bers 
immediately caught fire. 
All the cars 
were burned or badly damaged. Some 
of the dead were burned to a crisp 
and it is feared others may prove to 
have been lost in the ruins. 
The opinion prevails th a t the wreck 
was the result of criminal tam pering 
w ith the switch. 
The train was made 
up of baggage and two day coaches 
and three sleepers, and the private car 
of Howard Morris. Several doctors anc 
nurses left here on a north bound train 
at 9:35, and the dead and injured were 
taken on board and brought back to 
this city. 
About fifty passengers were 
on the train. 
Most of them were in 
the sleepers, which accounts for the 
comparatively small loss of life. There 
are several sidetracks a t Mannville. 
The accident occurred a t the first 
switch. 
The division superintendent, a pas­ 
senger on the north bound train, set 
to work a t once caring for the victims, 
sending the bodies of those th a t lived 
at Stevens Point and a num ber of pas­ 
sengers down by special train. 
The 
wounded were taken to the hotel here 
and all will probably recover. 
There was no w ater to be had w ith 
which to fight the fire and no axes, 
crowbars, and buckets could be found. 
Those who fought to free the impris­ 
oned people had no tools of any kind 
to work with, and were forced to 
stand aside and w atch the fire eat its 
way back almost the full length of 
the train. 
The cars in the rear, which 
were alone saved from the flames, were 
unoccupied and pushed back by the 
passengers.

the debate began th a t they will com­ 
mand about 140 votes for one of the

AS DEEP AS EVER. 


NO NEW FACTS W ERE SWORN 
TO YESTERDAY. 


Witnesses Tell the Same Story as they 
Did At the Inquest—Otto Buchholz 
Heard Baldwin Tell Finch Not 
to 
Talk to Mrs. 
Baldwin So 
Much. 
No evidence that the coroner did 
not hear when the inquest upon the 
body of Lorenzo F. Finch was held 
developed during the first day of the 
trial, although Miss Olive Anderson, 
Washington Barnage, Otto Buchholz, 
Benjamin Dugan and Fred Sherwood 
were sworn. 
Buchholz’s testimony 
was the most damaging, as he said 
that he heard Baldwin tell Finch that 
he must not talk or keep company 
with his wife 60 much, or that in sub­ 
stance. 
He said that the defendant 
did cot speak angrily. The same 
story was told at the inquest and ex* 
plained by the defendant by saying 
that he was joking with the dead 
man. 
Bf iss Anderson was the first wit­ 
ness. 
After testifying that her home 
was in Blanchardville and that she 
was employed by G. 0. McLean she 
told bow she came to attend the party 
a t Mayflower park and how Finch 
asked her to have a glass of beer. 
They went outside and while the 
party stood near the barroom corner a 
man in light colored clothes appeared 
and said 
“ Good evening girls: what are you 
waiting for?” 
“ That is our business,” said Mrs. 
Baldwin. 
Men Were Strangers. 
Just then two men came from a 
northerly direction and also spoke to 
them. 
Mrs. Baldwin told them to go 
on or something might be done to 
them. The witness could not describe 
the last two men, but they had dark 
clothes on. The man in light clothing 
was short and thick-set, and had a 
small black mustache. 
The witness 
could not tell who the strangers were, 
and had not seen them since. She did 
not see Finch after he went for the 
beer. The witness saw a fight at that 
time, which was precipitated by Bald­ 
win’s return, and his declaration that 
“ any man could stick up for his wife.” 
She did not know how many men there 
were in the fight, but Mrs. Baldwin 
got between her husband and one of 
the other men, and pushed them 
apart. 
At that point someone asked 
“ where the knife was,” or that in sub­ 
stance, and soon after Baldwin got 
out of the fracas aud left with his 
wife. They walked down to the beer 
hall with Mias Anderson behind them. 
Baldwin stepped into the beer hall, 
and when he came out he said that 
Finch had baen stabbed. At the lunch 
counter near che bar room Baldwin 
asked the person in charge where Cap­ 
tain Griffiths was. 
While they were 
walking toward that place the witness 
did not see Finch. 
From there they 
went to the boat landing, where Bald­ 
win asked a man if he knew where 
Captain Griffiths was. They then re­ 
turned to the dance hall, and Mr. and 
Mrs. Baldwin entered, and a short 
time after they returned to the boat, 
and the witness and * her partner” and 
Mr. and Mrs. Baldwin came home on 
the same boat. 
Visited Her Several Times. 
Baldwin said nothing about seeing 
Finch after the latter went for the 
beer. The witness saw Baldwin the 
next morning and noticed nothing pe­ 
culiar except that he 
had a black 
eye. 
He came to the witness’ home 
with his wife at that time and the 
next time she saw him was two hours 
later when he and Orville Williams 
came down and staid about ten min­ 
utes their conversation being carried 
on in the barn. 
Again in the after­ 
noon she saw Mr. and Mrs. Baldwin, 
they visiting the McLean’s for that 
purpose. The witness thought they 
were there four cr five times. 
Before 
the night of the danoe they had never 
visited her and the witness had not 
been with them before. 
Mr. and 
Mrs. Baldwin lived across the street 
from Mr. McLean’s barn on Park 
street. 
Cross e x am in atio n led her to state 
that the fight did not scare her be­ 
cause she 
thought it 
would not 
amount to much. 
She re-affirmed 
that she didn’t know how many mer 
there were in the fight which took 
place in a dark spot. 
The witness 
did not leave Mrs. Baldwin while 
Finch and Baldwin were absent but 
was with her all the time. 
No one 
had spoken to them except the three 
strangers and Mrs. Baldwin did not 
leave her. 
When the knife was called 
for the witness did not see Mr. and 
Mrs. Baldwin and did not know where

they were, but found, when she went 
to look for them, that they were 
walking ahead of her, toward the en­ 
trance ef the beer hall. 
She thought 
that the stranger had called for a 
knife before Mrs. Baldwin interfered 
in the fight. 
Some one might have 
gone into the fight from the opposite 
side without the witness seeing him. 
The witness saw Baldwin and Finch 
together while they were sitting on 
the rostrum in the dance hall. 
The 
witness was going to dance with Finch 
at that time and 
Mrs. 
Baldwin 
stood 
near 
her 
on 
the danc­ 
ing floor. 
On re-direct examination 6he re­ 
affirmed that she did not know who 
the strangers were and did not know 
where they went. 
Sherwood's Story Told. 
Fred Sherwood who was the barten­ 
der at the beer hall that night was 
then sworn. 
He told how the beer 
hall was arranged and said that he 
saw Baldwin about 9 o’clock when 
Baldwin came in and got a glass of 
beer. 
The witness said he did not 
see him again until they were coming 
back on the boat. 
Finch also pur­ 
chased several times, he buying four 
glasses which he carried out with 
him. 
The next time he saw him was 
two minutes later when Finch came 
in and said he was 
cut 
bad and 
showed the witness the wounds. The 
witness gave Finch a towel and at 
time Ben Dugan, Wash Barrage and 
Michael Carroll came in and Dugan 
and Barnage took him out. 
Finch 
was not in the barroom more than 
two minutes in all. 
Baldwin was not 
there while Finch was. 
The screen 
was in front of the door and Baldwin 
could not have come inside of the 
screen without the witness seeing 
him. 
He asked Finch who cut him 
and Finch said he didn’t know. 
Washington 
Barriage 
was then 
sworn. He was employed at Mayflower 
Park at the time of the murder and 
said that he did not see the stabbing 
but a man told him aboat it and he 
went to the beer ball: 
Finch and 
Sherwood were there and the witness 
helped Finch out and took him back 
of the dance hall in hopes of getting 
a buggy there to take him to town. 
Finch asked for a drink of water and 
Barriage went to get it. 
The witness 
saw the place where Fin ch was stabbed 
and thought Finch might have been 
out there fifteen minutes. 
After get­ 
ting the water the witness returned 
to 
the 
restaurant. 
The 
w it­ 
ness searched the scene of 
the 
fight next 
day and 
found 
the 
four glasses of beer on the ground; 
the glasses full and being right side 
up with the handles close together. 
The witness took the beer glasses to 
the barroom and did not know at that 
time, how the beer got there. 
Dugan and Buchholz Sworn. 
Benjamin Dugan was another em­ 
ploye of Mr. Griffiths’ at the time of 
the stabbing and was there that night. 
Dugan did not see the fight but 
learned that of the fight when be saw 
that Finch was cut. The witness did 
not know Baldwin or his wife at that 
time but saw two ladies and a man 
standing near the dance hall but 
could not tell who they were. 
Otto Buchholz was then sworn. 
He was at Mayflower park on the 
night in question and * said that he 
saw Baldwin and Finch talking to­ 
gether and Baldwin objected to Finch’s 
talking or keeping company with his 
wife so much. 
The witness did not 
know what Finch said. 
On cross examination he said that 
he could not give Baldwin’s exact 
words. 
Baldwin did not seem to be 
angry at the time and Mrs. Baldwin 
and Miss Anderson were near them, a 
step or two distant. 
At this point the court ordered a 
recess until 9 o’clock this morning. 
Mrs. Griffiths On The Stand. 
The taking of the testimony of 
Mrs. Richard Griffiths, wife of the 
pioprietor of Mayflower park, who is 
sick at her home, was the first busi 
ness of the murder trial this morning, 
the court and officers jury, defendant 
and attorneys visiting the house for 
that purpose. 
Mrs. Griffiths' story 
was substantially the same as she 
told at the inquest, the point of it be­ 
ing that Baldwin said to her while 
she was in the restaurant that “ the 
man who was stabbed had been in 
suiting ladies in the dance hall” and 
his declare tion that Finch had insulted 
his wife. 
It was IO o’clock when they 
returned and the next witness sworn 
was Orville Williams, who testified 
that he attended the dance that night, 
going up with Finch. 
The witness 
said that he met Finch about 9 o'clock 
and they went to Mayflower park on 
the same boat. 
When they arrived 
at the park they entered the dance 
hall and separated so that the witness 
couldn’t tell of Finch’s whereabouts 
all the time. 
The witness learned of 
the stabbing about IO o’clock, proba­ 
bly five minutes after it was done. 
The witness saw a fight at the weSi 
side of the hall he being inside the 
building. 
Williams Watched the Fight. 
The fight was going on about four 
teen feet from the building. 
The hall 
was well lighted and the lights from 
the buildings showed outside, 
the 
walls of the dance hall being open 
nearly all the way around for a space 
of probably four feet. 
The witness 
did not think that the fracas was seri­ 
ous but at length he noticed that one 
man was partially down and another 
was standing over him, but he could 
not recognize them except that one 
wore a light suit of clothes and stood 
near, but was taking no part in the 
fight. 
The ones who were fighting 
both wore dark clothes. 
The witness kept on dancing and in 
about five minutes he heard that some 
one waB hurt and went to see about it. 
He jumped out of the opening in the 
wall and saw Finch lying on the 
ground and the latter told him he had

SOUTHERN FIELDS.

Cromwell and the Stuarts In Blue and 
Gray, Battled at Gettysburg and 
Cold Harbor—Lines of Distinction 
Are Fast Being Obliterated By 
Closer Acquaintance.

The Memorial day order was read by 
Adjutant W. G. Palmer and there was 
prayer by Rev. S. P. Wilder. 
Miss 
Lou Fenton gave Rate Sherwood's 
touching poem “ In Memoriam.” The 
united choir sang “ The Faded Coat of 
Blue,” Mrs. A. O. Wilson singing the 
solo. 
Another number by the choir 
was “ Tenting 
on the Old Camp 
Ground,” with 0.

Address of Rev. Mr. Pence.

1 ‘It may interest you to know some­ 
thing of what men are going to say 
about you after you are dead. Hence 
what I shall say shall partake more of 
epitaphy than of plain taffy. 
We are 
csncerned more with what people say 
about us at our backs than what they 
say to 
us to our faces. * In one 
sense you would care less, in another 
sense you would care more what my 
generation says and thinks about you, 
than what your own generation says 
and thinks about you.” 
Cromwell and the Stuarts Here 
The speaker held that the war was 
our heritage from England. 
“ At the first glance we of this gen­ 
eration marvel,’’he said* ‘that there eve J 
could have been a sufficient cause for 
such a war. 
Back and back we push, 
ui^til we discover at last the solution 
of the whole matter. There, in the 
ife of England are two elements, the 
Puritan and the cavalier as widely 
divergent as it is possible for men to 
be with the same civilized surround­ 
ings and the same national traditions 
to unite them. 
They fought on the 
plains of Marston Moor, and they 
hated each other as heartily then as 
when they met several centuries af­ 
terwards on the field of the Virginias. 
Cromwell and the Stuarts live still in 
the new world. Their ghosts stalk 
abroad in the transplanted Puritans 
and cavaliers from the Englisl&Jsoil. 
Prejudices, passions and pride 
all 
came over, and m the new soil of the 
New 
World 
they found a rank 
growth.”

CURBING. 
The curbstone Is to be of good, durable, Wau­ 
kesha limestone, free from seams, cracks or 
other defects. 
Each stone shall be not. less than three feet 
long, twenty four iuelus wide, and four Inches 
thlek. 
The top of said curbstone Is to be dressed to 
a true line and the face to a depth of ten inches; 
aud i he ends of each stone to a depth of fifteen 
inches, so that close joints shall be formed 
Said stones are to he firmly set on their edges 
to conform to the alignment and grade given 
by the above mentioned committee and are to 
securely rest on a bed of fine gravel at least six 
Inches tidek* well tamped and to be ti oroughly 
packed with rand or line gravel at least six 
inches in width at their backs. 
Provided however, that any curbing now upon 
said street, that shall in the judgment of said 
comn<ittee substantially comply with the above 
requirements, shall be permitted to remain in 
plac»\ or be reset, if the alignment of the street 
shall so require. 
FLOORING. 
The surface of 
said 
street, having been 
brought to conform to the sub-grade of the 
sumo and having on its surface a ballast of at 
least tour inches 
of good 
clean 
sand ‘ or 
line travel, well and thoroughly lamped; there 
si a I be laid lengthwise of said street a flooring, 
tot Hied of good, sound, green hemlock boards 
free from rot, s.-p. wind snakes or < tiler defects, 
one .Den I hick, and from eight to twelve inches 
wide. and sixteen lect long; said boards are to j 
b e la iiin close c intact with each o*her and to 
break joints through, their edges to be straight 
and tht lr ends sawed off square, so as to form ' 
dose joints, and present a smooth, compact and 
unitonn surface, conforming to the sub-grade 
of said street, preparatory to laying the paviug 
blccks. 
PAVING. 
Between the curbing on either side ot said 
street and resting upon the flooring above spec­ 
ified shall be a paving of cedar blocks, which 
shall form the rosd bed of said street. 
Said blocks shall have a uniform length of six 
inches, sawed Loin good, sound, liv* cedar 
posts, of from four to ten inches in diameter 
tie© from bark, rot and other defects: they are 
to be placed on their ends upon the flooring, in 
close contact with each other, and to be kept 
well driven up so as to form close joints, an d a 
finn road bed. 
During the progress of 
laying the paving, 
blocks of different diameters must be so ar­ 
ranged and placed with reference to each other, 
as to leave the smallest practical space between 
the blocks. 
Spaces approaching a square form must be 
avoided, anti no split blocks of less than three 
incites in diameter w ill be allowed. 
All spaces between the blocks are to be filled 
with screened gravel of a quality, size and 
screening satisfactory to the special committee 
hereinbefore mentioned. The same to be thor 
nimbly tamped with proper tools until solid; 
and refilled and retamped until the spaces have 
been completely filled with finn ann solidly 
tamped gravel; the whole work to te done wi­ 
the supervision end to the satisfaction of said 
above mentioned committee. 
After the filling slndlbave been competed, 
the top surface of the paving shall be swept oft 
with a coarse broom, aud left uncovered until ic 
has been inspected by the special committee, 
above mentioned. After such Inspection and ac 
ceptance, tho paving shall be covered with fine 
screened gravel to a depth of one inch. 
CROSS WALKS. 
At the intersection of Dodge street and said 
River street there shall be four cross-walks, 
w hich shad be made by raising the pavement In 
the usual macn r three luches rise in the center 
of the walk; the same lo be twelve feet wide 
and so const! ucted that the crown will he even 
'Mid of such grade as directed by said above 
mentioned comm ttee. 
I he street upon its completion shall be left 
free from rubbish and impediments of all kinds. 
That portion of said street adjacent to and 
ul joining the improvement, and those portions 
if cross streets adjoining the same shall be left 
n as good condition, as just preceding the com­ 
mencement ol the work herein specified. 
All connections of the pavement with the sew­ 
erage, gas or water openings shall be substan- 
ially and properly made, and the street upon 
completion shall nave a uniform smooth sur­ 
face, conforming to the final grade and crown of 
aid street, and it shall be left by the contractor 
in perfect order and condition, 
It is expressly understood that the contractor 
shall not be entitled to any allowance on ac­ 
count of Injure to said street, by reason of rains 
or otherwise during the progress of the work 
herein specified; or before the same has been 
completed and accepted as herein stated. 
It is expressly understood that the price per 
<quare yard named in the contract for paving 
said street, shall cover the whole cost of grad­ 
ing, furnishing, preparing and laving the floor 
md paving blocks as herein specified and con­ 
tem plat'd: and that the price per lineal foot 
named in the contract for curbing, shall cover 
the whole cost thereof, Including the taking up 
snd removing of old curbing, where requireo, 
and the furnishing, placing, setting and proper­ 
ly securing in position new curbing as herein 
specified. No extra allowance whatever will be 
made. 
These specifications are hereby declared and 
understood to be a part of the contract for 
grading, curb'ng and paving said street and 
doing ail the work in reference thereto so far as 
the same are included in said specifications.
